To a group t>f fifteen Republicans 
and Independents in politics who 
were received by him personally in 
the White House yesterday morning, 
President Wilson read an address 
in which he defended Article X of 
the League of. Nations^Covsnant and 
declared that it aimed to carry oat 
the pledge that the free governments 
of the world had given to the people 
when they entered the war. 

These nations promised that the 
world would be safeguarded in the 
future from sinister designs, said 
the President, and he added: 

"We have now to choose whether 
we will make good or qure." 

The President made a direct ref- 
erence to the political campaign 
toward the close of his address. No 
one who opposed the ratification of 
the Versailles treaty and the Leagae 
Covenant, he said, has proposed any 
other adequate means of bringing 
about settled peace. There was no 
other available or possible means, he 
declared. 

He denied the claim that Article 
X was itself a threat of -war; on the 
contrary d assured the concert of 
all free peoples to see justice done 
and humanity protected and vindi- 
cated. This, he asserted, was the 
true Americanism. 

This choice, the President went 
on, was the supreme choice of the 
present campaign. He expressed re- 
gret that this choice should be as- 
sociated with party contest. 

"I suggest," he said, in closing, 
"that the candidacy Qf every can- 
didate, for whatever office, be test- 
ed by this question: "Shall we or 
shall we not redeem the great moral 
obligations of the United StatesT'"

faculties in the College of Agricul- 



in agronomy during ttx» short eomwe 
in practical farming which begins at 
the Universtty of Kentucky Novem- 

ber *, will have opportunity to pro- 
cure information concerning crops, 
soils, farm engineering and plant 

diseases sufficient to answer his re- 
quirements for ysars, * 

Prof. P. E. Karruker will ha in 
charge of the work th soil fertility, 
and will investigate the question of 
why soils differ in crop producing 
power; how poor soils can be made 
to produce large crops; how clover 
can be grown successfully on land 
where it has never been grown, and 
what are the commercial fertilizers, 
and how should they be used. In 
answering the questions a general 
consideration of the feeding of the 
plants, the fertility in the soils in 
Kentucky and the value to crop ro- 
tation, crop residues and farm man- 
ures and the use of lime and the 
commercial fertilizer, will be given. 

The instructor will explain the 
texture of soils and kinds of soils 
based on texture in teaching the sub- 
ject of soil physics and management. 
He will also take up the structure of 
soils and how good structure is 
maintained ; water in soils, its im- 
portance and means of regulating: 
it; soil tillage and its effects, soil 
washing and importonce of control, 
and soil aeriation and soil tempera- 
ture. 

The problem of low to obtain a 
good yield with high quality of the 
most profitable crops at the lowest 
cost is given a special consideration 
in the field crop production courses.

tion, efficient methods of harvest- 
ing, preparing for the market and 
marketing. 

A course in crops, the first term 
is devoted to a study of tobacco and 
the important grain crops and the 
course in the second term concerns 
grasses and other forage crops. 

Dr. W. D. Vallean will give a 
course in study of diseases, that at- 
tack fields, orchards and gardening 
crops, and methods by which they 
may be controlled. Dr. Valleau, as 
plant pathologist, in the College of 
Agriculture, has had extensive study 
over the state of "wild fire" and 
"rust" in tobacco. 

A study of the stationary gas en- 
gine and gas tractor which includes 
construction, operation, repairs and 
engine trouble will be directed by 
J. B. Kelley. Farmers are especially 
interested at this time in the in- 
stallation of new machinery on the 
farm. 

The student will be made familiar 
with the benefits and injuries of the 
microbe and its methods in the study 
of hygiene and sanitation, which will 
be taught by Dr. D. J. Healy during 
the second term.

WHh the j-rowth of interest tn 
Kentucky in the dairy fnrming there 
has grown a demand for the most 
expert information on farm dairying 
nnd d;iiry product*, establishment of 
creameries and dispensories nnd the j 
like. In the short course in agricul- 
ture to be offered by the College of 
Agriculture, November 1 to Febrn- j 
ary 20 the subjects relative to dairy- 
ing will be given wide consideration. 

Prof. J. ,T. Hooper will direct the I 
work of the students in manage- 
ment of the dairy herd, the study of 
the breeds of cattle, the feeding of j 
the animals, the construction of the !

HOUSING FARM MACHINERY 

IS A GOOD INVESTMENT 

The following suggestions are ap- 
plicable to every farmer who ftas 
machinery, as a means of saving his 
j machinery and at the same time sav- 
ing money. 

1. Store all implements as sobn as 
the season's work is done. 

'J. When storing, all parts should 
"be thoroughly cleaned, and well 
oiled so as to prevent rust. 

'I. IiOok out for worn or broken 
parts on implements, secure all re- 
pairs during the winter, so that ma- 
chines will be ready for use the next 
season. 

4. Qrt rid of worn-out machines. 
That is, machines that wfll not go 
through another season, as labor is 
too high and crops are too valuable 
to risk a wornout implement. 

5. In some cases co-operative use 
of machines may help solve Hie 
problem of harvesting crops in some 
communities. 

6. Im setting up new machines al- 
ways follow the printed instructions 
sent out by the manufacturers. 

7. 'Never operate any machine un- 
til all the working parts have Keen 
thoroughly lubricated. % 

8. Inspect your machinery often 
for loose parts and tighten them im- 
mediately. 

If a farmer has $1,600 worth of 
machinery and -it wears out in 15 
yeii re when properly houses, the de- 
Vre. iation will amount to about $100 
per year, but if he leaves it out in 
the fence corners it lasts only about 
7-1-2 years, and the depreciation 
will be about $196. The difference 
uf $U<5 will pay the fanner $10 per 
•Ml interest ou a $l,z00 implement 
shed or 20 per cent on a $600 one. 

The average life of a furui imple- 
ment is about 15 years when housed 
and *7»-3 years when leTt in Uie 
o|hmi, the annual loss t.. the fanners 
of the state by not housing their 
maehinei v will run into the V millions I 
of dollars.

In 
gardens where insects annually do 
millions of dollars' worth of damage, 
it hi a known fact that clean culture, 
deep fnll plowing, when practical and 
allowing poultry and hogs to run in 
the garden after the crops have been 
removed, wifl to a large extent, serve j 
as a means of control for some Of 
the instcts that do most damage in 
the summer to the growing vege- 
tables. Many of these insects htner- 
nnte, or pass the winter, in the aoil 
or under trash and rubbish -and when 
poultry and hogs are allowed to run 
in the garden they will destroy large 
numbers. When frnsh and rubbish 
are cleaned up and bnmed many will 
be destroyed. Some of the more 
common ones that do the most dam- 
age are, grasshoppers, cutworms, 
white gmbs, lugs that suck juices 
from plants, roots and bulb mag- 
gots, cucumber beetles, etc. 

Grasshoppers, though foi the most 
part generally found in the fields, 
sometimes do < in -alerable damage 
to garden crops. They lay their eggs 
j in the fall in rather compact soil, 
about an inch below the surface, or 
j in close cropped pasture land and 
nlong fence rows. Where such land 
can be plowed to the depth of 8 or 9 
inches the young cannot reach the 
surface when they hatch in the 
; spring; or if it is impracticable to 
: plow, disk or harrow two or three 
inches deep nnd this will destroy 
many of the egg masses. 

Cutworms, as a general rule, hi- 
bernate in the worm stage. These 
worms find hiding places under va- 
rious kinds of trash and rubbish, 
hence, as soon as the crops are har- 
vested in the fall all vines, trash and

As soon as the 
cabbage > harvested in the fall all 
roots and old stems should he re- 
moved aud destroyed as tbey furnish 
food for the maggots to complete 
their growth and get ready for hi- 
bernation.
